Hi Paul and the group, 


Making B batteries for the BC-611 from 9-Volt cells is easy. Start with 
11 good quality alkaline cells. Put two side-by-side with the negative 
pole of one opposite the positive pole of the other. stick them 
together with hot glue. Run a small, insulated wire from the negative 
pole of one down to the bottom and leave a inch or two sticking out. 
Connect the positive pole of that battery to the negative pole of the 
other. Connect a short, insulated wire to the remaining positive pole. 
Hot glue a piece of thin cardboard to the top of the assembly as an 
insulator. Make five of these assemblies. Connect them all in series 
and hot glue each pair to the next pair. 


You need to make a filler that is the same size as a 9-volt cell. This 
can be several pieces of cardboard glued together or a piece of wood. 
Use this with the 11th battery. Then, get some thin brass from the 
hardware store and cut two circles about the size of a nickel. Glue 
each of these to a piece of cardboard cut to fit the end of the battery 
assembly and solder the positive and negative leads to the edge of the 
brass circle. Use brass that is thin enough to be cut with scissors to 
simplify the job. You will find that you need to glue a couple of 
cardboard strips down at least two sides of the assembly to make it fit 
in the center of the battery compartment. 


These batteries work well and have a long life if you use good 
batteries. It does not take long to construct them if you use hot glue 


because it sets quickly.

Do a rough alignment at 455 kHz with the "IF Narrow" setting. Switch to 
"Xtal narrow", center Xtal phasing. Sweep your generator until you find 
the peak. This is VERY twitchy, bandwidth is only about 100 Hz. A counter 
is very helpful. Without touching your generator, go back and recenter the 
IF Narrow alignment. 


May not be perfect, but it worked for me. 

> 

>My SX28 still has all but 2 of it's original wax capacitors. It had only 
>one electroylitic replaced and otherwise was original throughout. I added a 
>quarter amp fuse in the B+ supply as insurance to protect the transformer 
>and fused the AC as lightly as I could for the same reason. 


Sooner or later those wax caps will go. When they do, they will eat 
resistors, possibly coils. The latter are irreplaceable. Unstable caps 
can also contribute to unstable tuning. My best advice is to grit your 
teeth and replace ‘em all, and check every resistor while you are at it. 
Also replace the micas in the RF box, helps hugely with stability.

I've built three BC-611 B+ batteries by wiring together 
twelve nine-volters. If you tape them together in pairs 
and stack them using masking tape, there's just enough room 
for them. Plastic tape is too thick. 


I've built them with 9-V battery connectors 

and by soldering wires. If you solder, you must use 

a minimum amount of heat- too much heat will destroy the battery's 
internal connections. Check the stack each time you add a pair; 
you don't want to find it open-circuit after you're finished. 

I used folded aluminium foil at each end for contacts. 


I don't know how long these will last; 

I haven't managed to run one down yet. 

Remember while handling this that you're building something 
that will shock you. Don't leave it laying around 

where kids can find it. 


For the 1.5 volter- 

You can use a single "D" cell by making a conductive 
Spacer to go in before the cell.
